In the ffiv'e of forecasts of even greater Federal spending, 
more taxes and bigger deficits. Postm aster General, Arthur 
E. Sum m er ;e!d has produced a sensible plan for American 
security and progress. 
He says it is “politically feasible", which is short for “the 
American people have enough brains to know a good thing 
when they see it.” 
Despite the attempts of some to make high taxes popular, 
Mr. Summerfield proposes that they be reformed in struc­ 
ture and reduced. And at the same time be wants to cut those 
big deficits in the Treasury. 
The two ideas aren't contradictory. Tax

would free risk capital to go into creating new industries and 
expanding old ones.

In his recent taik to the 63rd Congress of American In­ 
dustry, he pointed out that strong defense must be support­ 
ed by a strong economy, and that we’d better stick to the 
ideas that made our economy the strongest in the world. 
Those ideas are private savings, private investment and 
private initiative. No central government thinking machine 
can do as well as millions of thinking Americans. 
Americans need an honest dollar, he asserts, and govern­ 
ment and monopoly labor bosses must share the blame for 
the shrinkage in our dollars today. Prescription: a govern­ 
ment that lives within its income, and a labor movement, 
placed under antimonopoly rules like everybody else. This is 
refreshing talk in a day when so many politicians are talk-

D e n m a n 
With this the first Sunday school 
lesson of the New Year there is 
beginning a series of eight les­ 
sons on “ Christian Faith and Re­ 
sponsibility,” The title of t h i s 
first lesson is “ Jesus Calls Forth 
Fasth.” 
The title of the lesson means 
more than requiring faith; it also 
means that Jesus promotes faith, 
helps the earnest and trusting soul 
to increase its faith. 
Our lesson concerns a lad, strick­ 
en with epilepsy, whom some of 
the disciples of Jesus were unable 
to heal, but whom Jesus did heal. 
The healing of the young epilep­ 
tic fellow follows immediately after 
the transfiguration of Jesus on a 
mountain in the presence of three 
of his disciples 
Luke's G o s p e l 
states that Jesus went to the moun­ 
tain top to pray. The latter part 
of the lesson Scripture indicates 
that Jesus considered prayer neces­ 
sary for the Christian to have an 
effective life. 
When Jesus and the three dis­ 
ciples — Peter, Jam es and John 
— came down from the mountain 
they found the other nine disciples 
j discussing the condition of the sick 
lad with other members of t h e 
crowd and wondering w l y they 
were unable to heal the lad. 
Here is an instance when there 
apparently was too much discus­ 
sion and not enough prayer. 
It 
was not the only time there was 
too much discussion and arguing. 
There have been many such times 
since then and probably will be 
many more such times. 
S o m e folks seem to have the 
erroneous idea that. If they can 
win an argument by quoting some 
passage from the Bible that ap­ 
pears to support their contention, 
they are good Christians and are 
pleasing God. 
They 
are merely 
gtxxJ debaters and a r e seldom 
known for their good deeds. 
The useless discussion by t h e 
crowd and the lack of faith by the 
nine disciples met a deserved re­ 
buke by Jesus, who then gave his 
attention to the sorrowing father 
of the diseased boy. 
Let us get the contrast between 
the action of the crowd, including 
the nine disciples, and the action 
of the 
father. The crowd w a s 
spending its time in useless talk; 
the father appealed at once to 
Jesus for help. The crowd, again 
including 
the 
disciples, 
lacked 
faith enough to heal the lad, but 
; apparently did not realize it; the 
father realized his need of faith 
and appealed to Jesus to increase

Doubtless the nine disciples who 
had failed In their efforts to heal * 
the boy were sincere in their de­ 
sire and efforts to heal him. But 
they lacked something, and Jesus i 
intimated that It was lack of pow­ 
er that can be obtained only by 
communion with God in prayer. 
Jesus had that pow» r because 
he knew the value of prayer and 
used it in knowing the will of God 
and receiving strength to do that 
will.

repair shops and an intr icate sys­ 
tem of telephone and radio com­ 
munications which baffles the av­ 
erage civilian.

compact station on the hill over­ 
looking the Bering Sea.

The title of the lesson means 
more than requiring faith; it also 
means that Jesus promotes faith, 
helps the earnest and trusting soul 
to increase its faith. 
Our lesson concerns a lad, strick­ 
en with epilepsy, whom some of 
the disciples of Jesus were unable 
to heal, but whom Jesus did heal. 
The healing of the young epilep­ 
tic fellow follows immediately after 
the transfiguration of Jesus on, a 
mountain in the presence of three 
of his disciples. Luke's G o s p e l 
states that Jesus went to the moun­ 
tain top to pray. The latter part 
of the lesson Scripture Indicates 
that Jesus considered prayer neces­ 
sary for the Christian to have an 
effective life. 
When Jesus and the three dis­ 
ciples — Peter, Jam es and John 
— came down from the mountain 
they found the other nine disciples 
discussing the condition of the sick 
lad with other members of t h e 
crowd and wondering w h y they 
were unable to heal the lad. 
Here is an instance when there 
apparently was too much discus­ 
sion and not enough prayer. It 
was not the only time there was 
too much discussion and arguing. 
There have been many such times 
since then and probably will be 
many more such times. 
S o m e folks seem to have the 
erroneous idea that, lf they can 
win an argument by quoting some 
passage from the Bible that ap­ 
pears to support their contention, 
they are good Christians and are 
pleasing God. They are merely 
good debaters and a r e seldom 
known for their good deeds. 
The useless discussion by t h e 
crowd and the lack of faith by the 
nine disciples met a deserved db* 
buke by Jesus, who then gave his 
attention to the sorrowing father 
of the diseased boy. 
Let us get the contrast between 
the action of the crowd, including 
the nine disciples, and the action 
of the father. The crowd WBS 
spending its time in useless talk; 
the father appealed at once to 
Jesus for help. The crowd, again 
including 
the 
disciples, 
lacked 
faith enough to heal the lad, but 
apparently did not realize it; the 
father realized his need of faith 
and appealed to Jesus to increase

Jesu* had that power because 
he knew the value of prayer and 
used it in knowing the will of God 
and receiving strength to do that 
will.

prayer he triumphed in Gethsema- 
ne.
